Of the mass of rumors which are crowded 
in, ome fact at least is well authenticated. 
This is that Rudini, who has 
recently become known tothe people of the 
United States, has sounded the English Gov- 
ernment on its probableattitnde towards the 
question of the renewal of the Triple Alli- 
ance and that the Government has officially 
reported that while it deems it prudent for 
England to remain neutral, it believes it to be 
to the interest of the peace of Europe that 
the renewal should take place. The Govern- 
ment has further stated, tormally, that Italy 
can always count on English friendship. 

In order to prove her desire to attain the 
entire cordiality between the two nations 
Queen Victoria will send a squadron of her 
ships to witness the launching of the new 
Italian ironclad Sflicia in July. This 
will be a great event and one 
that will have important political conse- 


| quences. The British squadron will combine 
| with the German, Italian and Austrian 


squadrons which are also to be present in a 
grand naval review, The Standard says in 


case the German squadron arrives at Venice 
in time to meet the English one, from which 


statement it would appearas if there were a

Washinctor, D. C., June . -A cabdlegram 
from Paris this afternoon stated that the 
Cabinet of European powers were discussing 
the advisability of interfering in the affairs 
of Hayti with a view to restoring order in 
that strife-torn Republic. Inquiry at the 
State Department develops the fact that no 
official information has been received by this 
Govérnment of such intention. 

The fact cannot be disguised that the situa- 
tion in that disturbed Republic is being 
watched with apprehension by European 
Governments, but there is stil a strong be- 
lief that the Haytiens will beable to restore 
order without outside interference. As to 
the attitude of the United States 
Government toward the reported contem- 
plated concerted action of European nations 
nothing can be predicted until ft is definitely 
known what shape this action will assume. 
It is recognized as a fact here that 
a strong Government is about the 
only Government that can maintain 
order in the small semi- tropical republics 
and that unless the ruler adopts the most 
vigorous repressive measures his tenure of 
office and the reign of internal peace are apt 
to be of short curation. Oonsequentiy the 
Government of the United States ts not 
likely to view with unmixed satisfaction 
the interference of European powers in tie 
domestic affairs of our small sister republics, 
even when the conduct of their rulers is re- 
pugnant to its own ideas of fair dealing and 
comity .

The Fugitive Bank President Tries to 
Brain a Detective. 


HOW HE EVADED CAPTURE IN A NEW 
JERSEY VILLAGE. 


The Story of His Flight to Brazil Set 
Afloat by His Friends as a Blind—Pian 
to Entrap Him at Como—Bardsiey’s 
Partner Indicted—Startling Climax of 
a Criminal Career. 


New Tom, June ®.—The embeszlements 
and defalcations attendant upon the faflure 
of the Keystone National Bank in Philadel- 
phia, and the wreckage of reputations that 
has astounded the country, are now added to 
by attempted murder. United States Secret 
Detective Max Freeman was murderously 
shot atand assaulted Friday night by per- 
sons connected with the bank looters, and he 
now lies in a dangerous condition at Spring 
Lake, N. J. It is believed that President 
Marsh, the absconding chief officerof the 
bank and the close partner and co-conspira- 
tor with the Treasurer, John Bardsley of 
Philadelphia, is the would be murderer. Itis 
reasonably certain that President Marsh had 
a hand in the murderous attack. 

The detective had located Marsh at Como, 
N. J., and when he went to arrest the thiev- 
ing bank president he was set upon by two 
men and almost killed. One man fired a shot 
at him and the other knocked him down with 
a loaded cane or bar of iron. President 
Marsh, the detective believes, either fired 
the pistol or struck him the paralyzing biow. 
The crime committed Friday night may yet 
prove to doe murder. The blow 
dealt Detective Freeman was deadiy in 
intent and most serious ineffect. A WORLD 
reporter saw him yesterday in the private of- 
fice of Dr. William Trant at Spring Lake and 
with difficulty secured a statement from him 
of the desperate encounter he had the night 
previous. Freeman is now paralyzed in 
all his limbs.

The report that Marsh had gone to Brazil was 
spread merely asa blind. It was thought 
that he was being harbored near by by in- 
terested friends.

OUR GLASS HOUSES. 


The American people and press have 
taken utmost advantage of the opportu- 


00] nity afforded by the Tranby Croft scandal 


and the salacious gossip about the Prince 
of Wales and his friends to exploit and 
criticise the evils of their British cousins. 
They have given the world the spectacle of 
democracy with sublime consciousness of 
virtue turning with horror and disgust, 
eyes averted, brows wrinkled, lips curled 
and nose tip-tilted from the view of cor- 
rupt aristocracy and disreputable royalty 
presented by England. With mingled 
pity, wonder and contempt they have 
dilated upon the patient humility and sub- 
serviency of people, press and bench for 
scquiescing in the existence of such 
abuses. 

But let the fleld-glass be turned upon our 
own fair domain fora while. Perhaps in 
searching for the spots in England we have 
overlooked the blots upon our social and 
political landscape. Is there no hypocrisy, 
patience under wrongs, subserviency to 
unworthy influences, indifference to pub- 
lic ills in this country? Do press and peo- 
ple always expose, condemn and root out 
abuses? 

Here in St. Louis the disgraceful conduct 
of the Mayor, although it has become no- 
torious all ever the land, has been permit- 
ted to pass without indignant protest and 
rebuke from press and people, not because 
of corrupt influence but because of indiffer- 
ence, kindliness or a desire to preserve the 
reputation of the city. 

We are in a sorry condition to criticise 
the patience of others when such a man as 
MATTHEW STANLEY Quay, gambler, spec- 
ulator with public funds, defaulter, ballot 
box stuffer, briber and political corrup- 
tionist,ia United States Senator, Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee and 
friendly adviser of the President, or such 
another as CALVIN BRIOB, corruptionist 
and briber, tax dodger and railroad 
wrecker, is permitted to hold a Senatorship 
and the Chairmanship of the Democratic 
National Committee. Can subserviency to 
unworthy influences go beyond that of the 
press of Philadelphia, which excuses and 
justifies the scandalous connections of 
JOHN WANAMAKER because he isa rich man 
and a liberal adyertiser, or that of his 
party and party press in according him 
praise and honor for his promotion by the 
power of money? What shall be said of 
„Blocks of Five“ DuDLEY fattening by 
the favor of officials, MORTON enjoying 
honorable office through purehase? The 
instances of vice and wrong flourishing 
triumphantly in politics and society 
through the patience and indifference of 
the people and the subserviency of the 
press are too numerous to mention within 
reasonable space. 

Our hypocrisy is little less than that of 
the British people and our shame should be 
greater, because the abuses they suffer are 
hereditary, and part of a shaky govern- 
mental institution which needs tender 
bolstering, whilst ours are of choice, and 
are removable blots upon asplendid system 
of free government. 

We cannot afford to denounce the ills of 
aristocracy and royalty in Europe when 
we permit the ills of plutocracy and 
corrupt political bossism to exist in Amer- 
ica.

WHIPPING IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Agitation for the total abolishment of 
corporeal punishment in the public schools 
may accomplish some good results, even if 
it shall fail to banish the rod entirely. 

It is well known that some teachers 
think the rod indispensable in managing a 
pupil or a class that others can control and 
teach successfully without the use of the 
rod, The just conclusion in all such cases 
is that the fault is in the teacher’s qualifi- 
cations rather than in the pupil or class. 
Close observers of our school work soon 
learn that the rod is retained on the ground 
that some teachers cannot control a class 
without ita help, who, with such help, can 
maintain good discipline and produce good 
class results. The main argument for the 
rod, therefore, is that this sort of teach- 
ers must be employed, because the others 
who can produce better results without 
using the rod are few and far between—not 
to be had in fact for a majority of the 
schools, much lessfor a majority of the 
classes. 

But so long as whipping is tolerated in 
every room as necessary to eke out the 
teacher’s deficiencies, there will be cases 
of injudicious, unnecessary and unjustifia- 
ble punishment, The teacher with too 
large a class on hand cannot find time to 
exhaust other and better means of influenc- 
ing the pupil. Held responsible for a 
specified progress of the class in studies, 
the worried teacher often loses patience 
and temper, and is tempted to spoil the 
child rather than spare the red, and many 
a child has been spoiled by the use of the 
rod, when a better teacher could have ac- 
complished better results by other means. 

We are not prepared to affirm that mod- 
ern pedagogy has reached a degree of per- 
fection justifying the total abolition of 
corporeal punishment. But it should be 
permitted only un the most efficient 
safeguards against its abuse, and the 
application of it by an angry teacher 
should be positively forbidden. The 
teachers should be assisted and encour- 
aged to get along with as little of it as

dle. A record of every case should be 
up against the teacher responsible | 


for it, and the ability th teach and govern 
with the least possible resort to whipping 
should be credited with the highest merit 
marks and substantially rewarded,

THE institution of the new Land Claims 
Court has given a booming impetus to a 
kind of speculation that had nearly lapsed 
into innocuous desuetude. Shadowy land 
claims as old and as often rejected as the 
French spoliation claim, have suddenly 
acquired a value sufficient to rally around 
them rings of ex-statesmen and lawyers 
supposed to have strong political pulls, 
who are let in on the ground floor for the 


‘sake of their supposed ‘‘inflooence.’’ The 


surplus having been wiped out, and the

It is a most 
romantic field for the exercise of skill in 
discovering and marrying the supposed 
heiresses of these grants, and in manufac- 
turing evidence of their descent and proofs 
of their title. Companies or syndicates 
with large capital are formed to press these 
claims on speculation regardless of ex- 
pense, and it will be wonderfulif the pros- 
ecution of these claims is not attended 
with a vast amount of scandalous log-roll- 
ing and corruption.

On of the objections most persistently 
urged against civil service reform by the 
spoilsmen is its alleged impracticability.

The first member of the royal house of En- 
giand to bear this title was the son of Edward 
I., who afterwards became Edward II. Al- 
though Wales was conquered by William of 
Normandy, that country was allowed, in re- 
turn for the payment of tribute, 
to retain its own princes. There 
was much dissatisfaction felt, and 
constant wars were the result. In the year 
1282 Edward I. invaded the country with a 
large army, defeated and killed Llewellyn 
ap Grimth and reduced the country to a 
province.

Since that time thetitle of 
Prince of Wales has been a title merely.

FINANCIERING WHICH SAVORS OF THE

WasHiInaton, D. O., June 20.—They are still 
struggling with that deficit in the Treasury 
Department, but as yet have not been able to 
get the figures on the right side of the ledger. 
A statement from the Treasurer's office, 
dated the 18th inst., was put out to-day, but 
that reduces the deficit only about $100,000. 
There was still a shortage of. over $600,000 on 
that day. That undeniable fact, too, is still 
the source of much anxiety and bumiliation 
to the Treasury officials. 

A ludicrous attempt to come to thetrescue 
and hide the facts was made in 
the Secretary’s office to-day when a state- 
ment was prepared showing that according 
to the books in that office there ought to be in 
the Treasurer’s office an available balance 
to-day of over $8,000,000. That may or it may 
not be true, but admitting it to be true, it 
still does of the fact 
that at of business 
on both the and the  isth 
there was actually a deficitin the Treasury 
of over half a million of dollars and that the 
new fiscal year will find the Treasury in the 
most depleted state ever known there in time 
of peace. Not all the lightning calculators in 
the department can cover that up. 

There is of course much discussion here as 
to what will be, or rather what can be done 
in case of the greatest emergency. There are 
two orthree accounts in the Treasury De- 
partment which might be made to yield 
temporarily some relief, The 5 per cent re- 
demption fund shows as a rule a balance of 
about $5,000,000, and the Post-office Depart- 
ment shows a balance of about $4,000,000. 
Then there is an account known as ‘‘out- 
standing drafts and checks,’’ showing a safe 
standing balance of about $10 ,000,000, Still it 
would be bad business policy to draw on 
those revenue funds, one that Senator Sher- 
man has always advisedagainst. It would be 
robbing Peter to pay Paul, and the Govern- 
ment might find itgelf seriously involved if 
that policy should be entered upon. 

But the real relief is expected from an ex- 
tension of the %s. Secretary Foster favors 
an extension of those bonds ata lower rate of 
interest, and has been urging it for some 
time on the President, 

The matter will be discussed at next week's 
Cabinet meeting, and the impression here is 
that it will then be settled. Ir it 
should de settled affirmatively there 
will be released for every day 
use the 524, 000, 000 now on deposit in National 
banks and which will be calledin in sums to 
suit emergencies. That, it is hoped, will tide 
matters over until December, when Mr. Sher- 
man will renew his effort to have the $20,000, -

THE PRIZE LIKELY TO BE WON BY THE LATE 
CONGBRESSMAN’S SON. 


WasnHincToy, D. O., June 20.—J. W. Young 
of Knoxville; Tenn.,a prominent lawyer and 
friend of the late Congressman Houek, is here. 
Speaking about the Second Tennessee District 
Mr. Young said that the most prominent 
candidates who had so far appeared in the

the General Land Office rejecting Faull’s ap- 
plication to make homestead entry for sec- 
tion 8, Guthrie, Oklahoma, and remanded 
the case with the direction that the local offi- 
cers ordera hearing, fixing the date and 
place, and notifying parties interested, and 
take all testimony as to the respective rights 
and priorities, after which the 
Commissioner of the Land Office 
is directed to readjudicate the case. 
He also affirmed the decision of the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office in the case oft Hugh 
Woodrow vs. James Thompson, rejecting 
his final proof and holding for cancellation 
his pre-emption filing for section 12, Wa 
Keeny, Kan. In the contest case of Robert 
B. Thomas vs, Geo. Tipp, on appeal of 
Thomas from the Land Commis- 
sioner’s decision digmissing his con- 
test against homestead entry of 
Tipp for séction 33, Wa Keeney, Kan. 
Assistant Secretary Chandler affirmed the 
Commissioner's decision and ordered Tipp’s 
final proof to the location to be returned to 
the local officers for consideration and ap- 
propriate action thereon. Also reversed 
the decision of the Land Commissioner in 
the case of J. T. Mullany vs. John Nelson, 
holding for cancellation his timber culture 
entry, sec. 84, Kirwin (Kan.) Land District, 
and also dismissed the contest of this land 
and ordered the entry to remain intact.

A CANADIAN PACIFIC OUTLET. 


A Big Railroad Deal in Progress of Devel- 
opment at Toledo. 

TOLEDO, O., June ®.—A meeting of railroad 
men, which has more than ordinary interest, 
is in session at Lima, 0. Among those who 
are attending it are three men represent- 
ing President Van Horne of the Canadian 
Pacific and the agent of Gov. David B. 
Hill of New York, Dudley Farlin of Albany, 
C. Hadley of Toledo and several capitalists 
from New York and Chicago. Mr. Hadley 
stated that the object of the gather- 
ing was the formal sale of the 
Toledo & Western to a syndicate. This 
syndicate is composed principally of Cana- 
dian Pacific people, Gov.

The Toledo & Western is a 
project started last summer by Toledo 
capitalists.

It was 
incorporated under the Ohio State 
laws and the rightof way has been secured

A DANGEROUS FIRE. 
The G. H Thonnssen Co“ Drying House 
and Mill Completely Destroyed. 


OILS, PAINTS, VARNISHES AND PICTURE 
FRAMES FEED THE BLAZE. 


The Chemical Works of Larkin & Scheffer 
Threatened and a Rousing Conflagra- 
tion Imminent at One Time—Total Loss 
About $40,000, Fully Insured—A Third 
Alarm. 


About 10:15 o’clock last night an alarm of 
fire was turned in from Box 73, located on the 
corner of Main and Anna streets. The 
engines responding to that call found on 
arrival at the scene a fire amidst 
surroundings of so dangerous a nature as to 
cause another alarm from the same box to be 
sounded at once. In less than a quarter of 
an hour a third alarm was sounded and near- 
ly the entire Fire Department was speeding 
on its way to the scene. 

A DANGEROUS FIRE. 

The fire was in the works ofthe G. H. 
Thonnssen Manufacturing Co., at No. 124 Sid- 
ney street. Night Watchman Harrington 
of the Larkin & S&schepper Chemical- 
works, adjoining the Thonnssen plant, 
to the south on the fiorthwest corner of Anna 
and Main street had discovered the fire, 
which seemed to be in the second 
story of the drying-room and mill 
of the Thonnssen warehouse. He at once 
tarned on the alarm. The drying-room, 
picture frame warehouse and engine rooms 
of the G. H. Thonnssen Manufacturing Co. 
were located in a three-story brick building, 
separated from the main four-story building. 
and standing on Sidney between DeKalb 
and Main street. The fire had in reality 
originated in the boiler-room and when dis 
covered had considerable headway. 
By the time the department arrived 

three-story se was in 
fames. The stock carried there was 
of the most inflammable nature, consisting 
of olls, paints, varnishes, picture frames and 
light lumber stored there to dry. The flames 
spread toward the main building of the 
Thonnssen Co.’s works and the works of the 
Larken & Schaffer Chemical Co. 

CHEMICALS AND OILS THREATENED. 

The dangerous nature of the fire was 
caused especiaily by the fact that the latter 
concern carried a stock of otis 
and chemicals that would have de- 
fed all efforts had the flames once gota 
good hold on that buliding. The Thonssen 
Co. also had a lot of ofl in barrels stored in 
the south wing of their main establishment 
just mext to Larkin & Scheffer, so that 
there was every prospect of a rousing 
conflagration when the response to 
the third alarm brought the chief to the 
scene. Chief Lindsay at once concentrated 
all efforts towards preventing the fire 
getting a foothold on the main bulld- 
ings. Three streams played’ on the fire 
frem Sidney street, four from the railroad 
tracks on Main street, two from Anna street 
and one from the alieyto the west. The 
main establishment of the 6. H. Thonneen 
Manufacturing Co. was entered from the west 
and streams directed on the roof of the three 


ts 
in the principal building of the Thonnsen 
plant, consisting of oils, paints, varnishes 
and finished frames. Under this system- 
atized attack the fire was practically con- 
fined to the three-story drying house, 
which, with the stock and machinery, was 
totally destroyed. The rear of the four-story 
building was at one time burning, as was also 
that of the Larkin & Schaffer chemical works.

little loss. The fire was under complete con- 
trol by 11:30 o’clock, although the entire de- 
partment was kept at work un 
tu after midnight. No member of 
the firm of elther establishment re- 
ported on the scene, bat it was learned 
from employes of the Thomssen company 
that the mill had not been running full time 
for some weeks owing to this being the 
dull season. No explanation ‘can be given 
of the origin of the fire, although it is sup- 
to have originated in the dry 
infammable material stored next 
to the boller room and spread 
to that point almost immediately.

THE SOLDIER LYNCHERS. 


They Are Acquitted of the Murder of Gam- 
bler A. J. Hunt. 


WALLA WALLA, Wasn., June 20.—The jury 
in the case of the six soldiers on trial for the 
lynching of A. J, Hunt returned a verdict of 
not gullty to-day. 

A. J. Hunt wasa gambler. His trade was

An altercation — 
and Hunt drew his revolver and shot 


Miller, killing him instantly. This incensed 
the soldiers of the garrison and they de- 
termined on vengeance. Hunt had been 
arrested and placed in jail. Lari 
in the evening of April 2% 
Sherif! McFarland received intelligence that 
an attempt would be made to iynch Hunt, 
and in company with Prosecuting Attorney 
Blandford, he repaired tothe garrison and 
told Col. Compton what they feared, and 
asked him to assist them. This he promtsed 
to do by having check rolls called after taps. 

The Sheriff returned and engaged a number 
of extra guards, but all of them had not ar- 
rived when a crowd of probably seventy 
soldiers appeared and demanded that the 
oMicers open the doors of the Jail. 
When this demand refused 
the soldiers began work on tune 
door with hammers and chisels. Find- 
ing this slow work, they threatened to use 
dynamite. Further resistance then being 
useless the doors were opened, and thirty or 
forty cocked revolvers were levelled at those 
inside and the keys tothe cells demanded. 
They were given up, and Hunt’s ceil was 
shown them and they quickly took him into 
the Court-house yard and shot him. 

Excitement was intense and acrowd of 
2,000 people surged about the street in front 
of the jail until after midnight. Immediately 
after the shooting the crowd went to their 
quarters, and it was dificult to identify 
those concerned in the shooting, though 
many of them were not masked. The sol- 
diers actually took charge of the town and 
would allow no one to pass along the streets 
in the vicinity of the jail. They compelled 
merchants to put out lights. 

Judge Upton called on Col. Compton, com- 
manding Fort Walla Walia, for aid in ferret- 
ing out the guilty parties and bringing them 
to justice. Ool. Compton said he would lend 
all aid in his power and that only the miscon- 
ception of the grauity of the situation on his 
part prevented his taking more active steps 
to prevent the trouble. Col. Compton stig 
matized the action of the mob as a disgrace 
to himself, his officers, the troops and the 
entirearmy. The Grand-jury was summoned 
to inquire into the tragedy. 

The Prosecuting Attorney then telegraphed 
tothe Secretary of War the details of the 
tragedy, with the statement that the author- 
ities were unable to protect themselves 
against lawless soldiers, and asked that im- 
mediate action be taken. Thereupon 
President Harrison, who was then in san 
Francisco, had a conference with Brig.-Gen. 
Roger in regard to the lynching, and subse- 
quently the President sent the following tele- 
gram to the Secretary of War at Washington:

Life and Property Sacrificed to the Rag- 
ing Elements. 


THE TOTAL DAMAGE MAY BE COMPUTED 
IN MILLIONS. 


Three Children Swept to Death From 
Their Fathers Grasp—Live Stock 
and Farmhouses Carried Away—Rivu- 
lets Become Raging Torrents—A Har- 
rowing Story. 


Preorm, III., June %.—During the entire 
month of June terrible storms have swept the 
Copperas Creek and Farm Creek Valleys, 
near this city. The last storm, which began 
on Wednesday night and continued through 
out Thursday, was one of terrible severity, 
and particulars ofthe damage done are just 
being learned. Its scope seems to have been 
general over Peoria County and Central Im- 
nois. The rain, beginning about 10 o’clock in 
the evening, came down in torrents for an 
hour and a half. Everything was flooded 
and rivulets of an hour before became raging 
rivers. Ground ordinarily high and dry was 
obscured by the dark and murky water as it 
rushed madly on. Stock. perished by the 
score, while fences, small buildings, crops 
and furniture were sweptaway. Altogether 
three persons were drowned, and the anan- 
cial loss, which will never be known, will 
aggregate thousands of dollars. 

By far the most terrible feature of the 
storm was an accident which occurred one 
mile north of Breed’s, which is known as the 
Copperas Creek Valley. On the side of a 
hil a few rods from the banks of 
Copperas Creek and just across the line 
in Fulton County lives a family dy the name 
of Clark. He isa farmer ma small way and 
Gwells in a log cabin. The creek, usually 
quiet, had rapidly increased in volume un- 
der the heavy rain until its banks were no 
longer adle to hold it. It kept growing wider 
and wider until it entirely surrounded the 
house of Farmer Clark. Driftwood came 
floating down stream in great quantities and 
so Violent did the torrent become that it 
threatened each instant to sweep away the 
cabin. 

THREE CHILDREN DROWNED. 

About midnight, as a measure of safety, 
Mr. Clark decided to remove his family to 
the hill-top, but a few rods away; taking his 
6-year-ola child m his arms, grasping his 
8-year-old dy the hand and his 12-year-old 
following, be boldly Dreasted the foaming 
stream and headed for high ground. He had 
not gone far When im the darkness he was 
struck dy a floatingfiog, knocked down and for 
amoment stunned. He released his hold on 
his beloved children, and when he was suf- 
fcientiy revived to realize what had hap- 
pened all had been swept away. He called 
to them, but no answer came 
and, frantic with grief, he was 
forced, alope and im sorrow, to retrace 
his steps to his cabin, where he had left his 
wife and three little daughters. At last the 
storm died down, the waters receded and the 
daylight revealed the three lifeless bodies of 
his boys on the greensward. 

It was a night ofterrorto the villagers of 
East Peoria who dweil in the Farm Creek 
Valley. The stream, already swollen by the 
rains of the past few days, needed but little 
rain to again become a raging rapid, and itn 
damage eclipses all previous occurrences. In 
afew minutes it was rapidly covering the 
low lands, and the men who happened to be 
out realized with a trembling heart what was 
coming. 

FLEEING FROM THE FLOOD. 

Revolvers were shot off and horns were 
blown to arouse the sleeping inhabitants. 
Strong men took the women and children in 
their arms without waiting for them to dress 
and carried them to the railroad tracks, ora 
few houses of Known safety, for by this 
time nearly all the residences contained sev- 
eral feet of water. Many narrow escapes are 
recorded, but fortunalely no one perished. 
Daylight was a welcome sight to the East

Great Gathering of Congregationalists 
in London Next Month. 


REV. HENRY A. STIMSON OF THIS CITY 
WILL MAKE AN ADDRESS. 


Will It Promulgate a New Theology?—A 
Forecast ofthe Proceedings—Origin of 
the Council—Its Objects and Aims as 
Stated by Presidents Fisk and North- 
rop—Subjects to Be Discussed.

Rev. Henry A. Stimson, pastor of the Pilgrim 
Congregational Church, has left for London 
to attend the meeting of the International 
Congregational Oouncil which will be held 
there on July 12.

Congregationalism is @istinguished by its 
policy rather than by it doctrines. It main- 
tains the autonomy of its churches: Each 
has sovereign jurisdiction of its affairs, and 
its acts Cannot be reviewed by any ecclesias- 
tical body whatever. Despite this indepen- 
dence, however,there isan inter-dependence 
ofthe churches established by comity and 
mutual interest. Oounciig are frequently 
deld for various purposes. Sometimes an in- 
cividual church, perplexed or embarrassed 
by a question of discipline or expediency, 
issues a call to the sister churches’’ (usual- 
ty of its own vicinity) who, by delegates, con- 
vene with its representatives im an 
advisory relation. The like spirit 
of fraternity—and not ecclesiastical 

t—leads to the recognition by 
councils of Oongregational churches when 


those that meet for fraternal conference on 
matters affecting Christian doctrine and 
upon all such as are vital tothe extension of 
Congregationalism throughout the world. 
These latter have now taken on an inter- 


national character, and are composed of 
representatives from Gongregational 
churches in all parts of Christendom. The 
next gathering ot this kind will be held in 
London, England, July 12. 

In view of the marked perturbation in

Slavin and his friends will not leave town 
to-day. They will remain here in order to 
see what can be done toward arranging a 
match. Slavin went to the races this after- 
noon. 

A meeting between Sullivan and Slavin is 
inevitable. It will attract more attention 
than any match of recent years, and it prom- 
ises to be one of the greatest exhibitions of 
skill and endurance of modern times. Sulli- 
van wants to box ten rounds with Siavin for 
$10,000 a side and the largest purse that is of- 
fered. When they face each other in the 
ring it will be all day with one or the other of 
them before ten rounds have been fought. 
Tney are both of the cyclonic order and it 
won't take long to get a decision. 

A TRICKY CLOCK. 

That expensive electric clock which was 
originally constructed for the Puritan Club 
and subsequently transferred to the Granite 
Association, was in a measure responsibie 
for the unfortunate mistake through which 
Jake Kilrain was rung out when he was really 
on his feet. Nobody doubts the fairness of 
either John Eelly or Jere Dunn in the matter. 
Though the former hindered the American 
pugilist unintentionally, it really made no 
difference in the general results. Kelly’s 
sobriquet is well deserved. He is as honest 
as the sun, but at the same time heis prone 
to forget himself in the excitement on occa- 
sions of this kind. I remember the Larkins- 
Ha gen fight, at which Honest John’’ was 
the time-keeper. in the sixth or seventh 
round, when it looked as though Larkins 
could not possibly lose, Kelly turned round 
and offered to bet $100 to $60 on the Jersey 
man, forgetting that he was there to hold 
time for the men and for the clud as well. 
He was carried away by the excitement and 
did not think he was making a bad break. 
Kelly believed that Kllram was on the floor 
for ten seconds in the ninth round, and he 
turned around at the expiration of this time 
and pounded the gong with his long stick. 
While he was turning, Jake managed to drag 
himself into a half upright position, and 
when the bell sounded he was up in a de- 
fensive attitude. 

Dunn’s decision is regarded as a fair one 
under the circumstances. 

A great many men who fancied Slavin 
would finish the Baltimorean inside of the 
ten rounds,-and bet their money on this sup- 
position, were displeased with it, however. 

A GREAT FIGHT. 

It was a great fight, and i proves con- 
clusively that Frank Slavin is the greatest 
fighter who has ever come to these shores. As 
a boxer he does not compare with Milram. He 
is careless and pays notthe slightest atten- 
tion to stopping blows directed at him, but 
‘when he lands that terribie right of his some- 
thing has to give. Fortworounds Jake Kil- 
rain looked a sare winner and his supporters 
were almost beside themselves with joy, 
but in the third there was a change.

The event of the races at New Haven, 
Conn., on June 8, was W. F. Murphy's fast 
mile in the one-mile safety handicap. He 
showed remarkable speed and covered the 
distance in 2m. 2% 1-386. from scratch, thus 
beating the world’s record made by Laurie at 
Peoria last September by one-fifth of a sec- 
ond. But for the fact that he was obliged to 
ride outside of twenty men and that he 
slipped his pedal the record would have been 
placed several notches lower. 

G. P. Mills, who won the great Bordeaux to 
Paris road race, is M years of age, and a rider 
with an excellent record. Although he has 
put himself through many long rides and ex- 
perienced many severe strains on his consti- 
tution, he is the very picture of health, anda 
living protest against the carpers who argue 
that long distance riding effects a man’s 
health. His bicycle and tricycle records 
made in 1996 still remain unbeaten. Once he 
rode for 4 hours with but one hour anda 
half’s stop. 

A great row has broken out in high L. A.W.

The Rules and Regulations Committee have 
declared the same void.

of his necessities demands. 

The cell walls are his favorite books of 
record, and there is ecarcely a cell but what 
some inscription or other is found on its 
walls, and among these I recollect the fol-

There is no need for thus Keeping tally of 


the time, except that of complete filiteracy, 
or for the purpose of whiling away the mo- 
notony. Counting and recounting a series of 
these strokes or gates occupies the mind. 
even of one to whom they have no particular 
interest, as telling the flight of time—for him 
self. 

I have forgotten many of these wall in-

Imight mention, defore closing, that the 
prison cell has been fruitfulof some very 
high class literature. A Dr. Dodd, an En- 
glishman, wrote a book of poems while in 
confinement at some period during the last 
century. Editor Stead of the Review rf Re- 
views conducted the Pall Mali Gazette while he 
was in Holloway Prison, and it is reported 
that William O’Brien, the Irish patriot, wrote 
a novel during his last incarceration. These 
three incidents are, of course, exceptional: 
but there are many cases where thorough 
paced criminals possessed a high standard of 
intelligence and produced some remarkable 
works. We also have one or two prison 
newspapers, the Summary, published at the 
Elmira Reformatory, in this State, being the 
best Known, as it is the oldest. The Prison 
Mirror, published at the Stiliwater Prison in 
Minnesota, ts another, its publication having 
been begun some two years ago. 

These, however, are issued in the cause of 
social science or reform, and not as por- 
trayals of prison life or to satisfy any general 
interest in things curious or uncommon to 
outsiders. But so far as I have been abie to 
Judge from a copy or two of the issue there is 
no distribution of literary merit among the 
convict contributors, albeit it turns im a sen- 
timentail direction, which is by no means a 
bad sign.

If you want to tell the day of the week on 
which a friend was born, knowingthe month,

DOUBLE PHOTOGRAPHS. 


Two Methods of Making a Figure Appear 
in Different Positions on One Plate. 


The making of double pictures on one nega- 
tive plate has been practiced by photograph- 
ers for some time. It has been supposed that 
they were made by using refiections from 
mirrors to double the object to be photo- 
graphed. Doubles may be made that way, 
bat the reflection of the glass always shows, 
while the figures are invariably distorted. 
The most common way of making successful 
doubles, says the New York Sun, is to

NO SIGNS OF PEACE 


Futile Attempts to End the Inter- 1 


nicine Strife in Chili, 


BOMB-THROWERS BAFFLE MINISTER 
EGAN’S EFFORTS AS MEDIATOR. 


Affording Safe Conduct to Rebel Leaders 
— Balmaceda Treats Oaptured Revo- 
lationists as Assassins—The Insur- 
gents’ Proposals—Both Sides Deter 
mined to Prosecute the War to the 
End. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—A private 
letter received from Santiago under date of 
May 14 contains much interesting information 
concerning affairs in Chill. The correspond- 
ent writes: 

Through the clever intervention of‘ Mr. 
Egan, the United States Minister, a confer- 
ence had been brought about between the 
Government and the revolutionists, which 
might have resulted in ending the war but 
for an unfortunate episode whereby the lives 
of the Minister of the Interior and severai 
other distinguished men of the Government 
were jeopardized. This opened the wounds 
which the salve of good counsel were trying 
to heal, and there is no telling when the war 
will end. 

The members. of the Government declared 
that no proposition for peace would be enter- 
tained that did not come from a committee 
of which the United states should be a party. 
This arose, Ithink, partly from the frienaly 
attitude of the United States, but largely from 
a feeling of personal regard and confidence 
in Mr. Egan. He has throughout acted with 
consummate tact, Keeping up a friendly re- 
lation witn the Baimaceda party, while at the 
same time he has afforded an asylum to cer- 
tain prominent revolutionists. The English 
and German Ministers, on the contrary, have 
refused asylum tothe revolutionists, and at 
the same time have obstructed the Govern- 
ment in its efforts to subdue the rebellion. 

ATTEMPTED MEDIATION. 

After having arranged matters sothat the 
revenues from nitrate belonging to the Gov- 
ernment could be coljected and used by its 
enemies in Iquique and Pisagua, the English 
and German Ministers tried to be secret me- 
diators, but the Government at Santiago de- 
clined to accept the good offices of the Euro- 
pean Ministers, and declared its intention to 
treat through the representatives of the 
three greut republics of the worid—France, 
the United States and Brazil. When this de- 
cision was reached, Mr. Egan obtained ‘‘safe 
conducts’’ for the revolutionary leaders, 
who were in hiding, so that they 
would come out of their holes, and after 
three Gays organized a conference to forma- 
late and discuss propositions of peace. The 
first propositions were presented by the 
re volutionists, and they were contained in a 
moderate, dignified and laudable document, 
simply asking to have the constitution re- 
stored and to let all who would come back in 
the foid. There were no recriminations nor 
demands nor promises, but simply a proposi- 
tion that Balmaceda should accept their in- 
terpretations of the constitution, which 
would, of course, deprive him of hig dictato- 
rial powers. 

The conferees—that is, the French, Brazii- 
fan and American Ministers—had a long in- 
terview with the President, who demanded 
that the document should be shown to him. 
This the me@iators declined to do, and m- 
sisted that they should first know the require- 
ments ofthe Government and compare the 
two in order to see H they could not bring 
about a compromise. The mediators were to 
meet the President again at 5 o’clock to re- 
celve the document.

Among the various instru- 
ments on which the popular music of Japan 
is played, none occupies a more conspicuous 
position than the Koto. It is to the Japanese 
what the piano is to the na 
tions of the Occident. Upon the 
koto ts lavished a wealth of high-grade orna- 
mentation and costly embellishment. In 
performing upon this instrument the koto 
player squats upon the ground. On his right 
hand he wears wire thimbies that terminate 
in small tvory projections. With these he 
strikes the shorter division of tne strings. 
The koto that will be shown at the Exposi- 
tion is made of Kiri wood and is hollow inside. 
It has thirteen wooden bridges and three fin- 
ger guards. At both ends it is magnificentiy 
ornamented with gold lacquered flowers and 
finished in tortoise shell, with a rim of ivory 
at the bottom. 

The siamesen isthe most ordinary among 
the stringed instruments of Japan; it is 
piayed by the gesha, or singing girls. The 
one which will be shown at the Exposition is 
made of Karin wood with gold-lacquered 
flowers and butterfiles.

The Equitable is also getting its affairs 
ready to wind up much earlier than was 
originally contemplated. To accomplish this 
the non-borrowing stockholders are 
taking their money and 7 per cent 
interest for the use of it. Members 
of this association who engaged with it early 
and borrowed money and bullt houses, now 
have their improvements about paid for. 
One ofthem in figuring the cost estimates 
that the difference he has experienced be- 
tween the association plan and a straight 6 
per cent loan, not counting commissions, is 
very small indeed. This he assumes upon a 
new plan of making straight loans, whereby 
some parties will reduce the interest 
monthly asthe principal is reduced by the 
borrower. To the wage earner, however, 
the association monthly payment plan is un- 
Goubtedly more preferable. 

Within the past two years while these asso- 
ciations have multiplied their members many 
times, their personnel has changed remark- 
ably, but that does not appear to have af- 
fected their monthly income. Fora basis of 
calculation, say that the average monthly ro- 
celpts of these 180 organizations are $2,500—a 
low estimate, as there are several of them 
whose dues run up to and over $6,400 a month. 
Even upon such a conservative caiculation as 
this it may be readily seen that the people of 
St. Louis are paying $5,400,000 annually into 
these associations. 

They grow like mushrooms and flourish like 
the green bay tree. Any man may start a 
building association now. It used to be that 
a charter would not be issued by the Secre- 
tary of State unless a thousand or more 
shares were subscribed for. There are no 
requirements ofthat kind now. The stat- 
utes have been changed, the gates opened 
and the bars thrown down, so all may rush 
in who like. The result has been a great 
multiplication of building associations. They 
have crowded in upon each other so close 
that competition between them has become 
very sharp. This means an increase 
in expenses and a corresponding decrease 
in profits. Burglar and fire-proof safes 
must behad and elegant offices fitted up. 
All this means an outlay of the stockholder’s 
money and a shrinkage in his gains. Five 
years agomany prominent men of means 
went intothese associations purely for in- 
vestment. In those days there was less at- 
tempt at display than now. The members 
were expected todo, and did, faithful work 
as Officers and committeemen forthe honor 
of the thing, without money and without 
price. It is different now. The shrewd busi- 
ness men who wentinto these associations 
for the profits money invested in that way 
would bringto them were not yearning for

Dentists Are Not Exempt From Ser- 
vice on Juries. 


THE GRIER GRAIN COMPANY MAKES 
AN ASSIGNMENT. 


The Assignment Said to Be Simply a 
Means of Winding Up the Deceased 
General’s Estate—Affidavits Filed Yes- 
terday in the Whitsett Divorce Case— 
New Suits Began. 


The Judges of the Oirecuit Court have de- 
cided several interesting questions in con- 
nection with the jury canvass now in progress 
under the direction of Jury Commissioner 
Mansfield. Several days ago a numbDer of 
dentists raised the point that they should be 
exempted from jury service as well 
as practicing physicians. The Commissioner 
expressed the opinion that they were not 
exempt and they claimed that they had no 
trouble in the past escaping service. To de- 
cide the matter Commissioner Mansfield sub- 
mitted the question to the Circuit Judges. At 
the same time he also asked as to the lia- 
bility of veterinary surgeons,electric or mag- 
nectic doctors and street railroad 
employes to jury duty. The law exempts 
such steam railroad employes whose ser- 
vices are absolutely necessary inthe hand- 
ling of trains. Before cloging his list of inter- 
rogatoriesthe Commissioner also asked the 
court as to the right of the special deputies 
to enter business offices, hotels or factories 
in search of information as 
to available persons for jury 
service. He desired a ruling 
on the point in order that his deputies might 
come in personal contact with men they 
could not reach Inthe canvass of the resi- 
dences. Presiding Judge Withrow yester- 
day submitted the rulings of the court in the 
shape ofa communication to Commissioner 
Mansfield, which read as follows: 

On behalf of the St. Louis Cireuit Court in answer 
to your communication of the 15th inst., would say 
that in our opinion persons pursuing the following 
avocations are not exempt from jury duty under the 
statutes of Missouri, viz.: Dentists, veterinary sur- 
geons, conductors, motor men, ipmen, or drivers 
of street cars propeiled by electricity, cable or 
think that any person 
of any school or system of medicine holding a 
certificate from the State Board of Health authoriz- 
ing him to practice medicine, is exempt from such 
service while actualiy exereising the functions ofa 
practitioner of medicine under such certificate. In 
our judgment your 8 have the same right 
under the law to visit and interrogate persons in 
charge of or employed in any office, business estab- 
lishment, hotei or tory, as they have to call at any 
residence for that purpose. 

The deputies will begin the canvass of the 
offices, factories and hotels to-morrow. When 
the work is completed the slips will be ar- 
ranged alphabetically and thoroughly re- 
vised to avoid the duplication of names.

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HIRSCH 'S PLAN. 


How the Hebrews Expelled From 
Russia Will Be Cared Por. 


SUFFERING OF 12,000 FAMILIES DRIVEN 
' FROM MOSCOW. 


Manager Solomons Tells How the Fund 

~ of $3,500,000 Will Be Expended—A 
Sengational Charge That an American 
Diplomat in St. Petersburg Is Working 
in the Interest of Ruasia. 


Baron Hirsch, the famed European finan- 
cler, is to-day prominent among those who 
are coming to the rescue of the Hebrews who 
are being subjected to persecution and ex- 
pulsion by the Government ofthe Czar of all 
the Russias. The Baron is generously con- 
tributing immense sums of his large fortune 
to helping his co- religionists out of their sad 
plight. All that he asks for is the necessary 
time wherein to accomplish his work of 
charity. He does not believe that the expul- 
sion of the Hebrew, tf carried 
out over a reasonable stretch of time, ts 
altogether a misfortune, as it will result in 
their emancipation, but he protests against 
the wholesale and summary expeuision which 
is now going on, and compares it to a 
slaughter en masse. He suggests that a 
period of twenty years be fixed upon as the 
time in which all Hebrews must leave Russia, 
and that it be determined that a certain 
number of Hebrews shall leave that country 
annually. Should the Czar consent to this 
Baron Hirsch, and those who are his part- 
ners in the work of tiberation, will provide 
the funds necessary to convey the annual 
batch of expelled Hebrews to thelr new 
homes. 

The Interest almost universally felt in the 
Hebrew immigration question has been given 
a hew impetus by the announcement of the 
Baron Hirsch Fund Committee that an effort 
will be made to have those who come under 
the notice of the committee settle in the 
country and engage in farming. This move- 
ment will be carefully watched, because of 
the prevalent belief that the Hebrews do not 
take kindly to agriculture, 

This committee is doing good work, says 
the New York WorRLpD. An office has been es- 
tablished at No. 45 Broadway, New Tork, and 
A. H. Splomons placed in charge. There is 
no ostentation and no flourish of trumpets 
in the way this organization takes a needy 
countryman and places him in a position 
where he will not be forced to look to out- 
siders foraid. Moreover, it does not wish to 
be looked upon as engaged in charitable 
operations tn the ordinary acceptance of that 
term. 

It is not our desire,’’ said Mr. Solomons, 
„to make these people stand before mankind 
as beggars. We give nothing away. Our 
people would spurn such offers. The fund 
was established to loan deserving Hebrews 
the money they need to establish homes. 
This they are expected to pay back when 
they are in a position to do 80.“ 

This fund amounts to $2,500,000. It now 
pays @ yearly interest of $10,000, and will 
soon be so invested that even a greater sum 
will de dertwed. The interest alone is used, 
and those entitled to apply for assistance are 
Russian and Armenian Hebrews who have 
been in America two years or less. 

The feeling of sympathy for the Russian 
Hebrews because of their expulsion from the 
Czar’s Gomains has been accentuated by the 
assertion lately made to their friends here 
that the persecutors are using every means 
at their command to stem the tide of popular 
sentiment a t them by causing certain 
letters to ap in a New York paper. 

These letters purport to give a true account 
of the condition of Russian Hebrews, at- 
tempting to show that they are not in as de- 
plorabie a condition as reports have made 
them, While, on the other hand, the peas- 
antry of Russia are made to appear as being 
absolutely under the domination of the He- 
brews, who are described as sharpers, plying 
their usurious trafic with the greed of 
walves. 

AMERICAN HEBREWS INDIGNANT. 

The publication of letters of this character 
aroused the indignation of American He- 
brews, who know how grossly unjust they 
were. They openly charge a person attached 
to the American Legation at St. Petersburg 
with being the author, asserting that he was 
influenced by a desire to curry favor with the 
Czar’s court. This chargeis now under in- 
vestigation at Washington, and if shown to 
be accurate it is probable there will be a va- 
cancy in Minister Smith’s diplomatic corps. 

Prominent among New York Hebrews 
whose indignation has been aroused by these 
letters is Banker Jesse Seligman, Sr. He isa 
trustee of the Baron Hirsch fund. 

These letters, said Mr. Seligman, are

Moscovites. Within these three days 13,000 
families were gathered by the police and ar- 
rested, hundreds of prisons being filled with 
them. Our and infuential brethren 
of that city bes ought the Governor to permit 
them to remain there a few days longer, that 
they might celebrate the feast and take in 
the money owed to them by the Russians, as 
wellasto sell their household goods. The 
Governor immediately sent word to the 
Czar, whorefused and insisted upon hav- 
ing the decree executed at once. The im- 
prisoned Hebrews were then imprisoned in 
their homes for several hours tn the charge 
of soldiers, Manufacturers and merchants 
were reduced to poverty, for their money re- 
mained in the hands of the Russians. Their 
household goods were soldat 5 per cent of 
their value. Those who had ready money in 
their possession did not care to sell their 
household goods at all and broke everything 
to pleces rather than sell them fora trifle to 
thelr enemies. On the eve of the Passover a 
multitude of men, women and children were 
put in the ratiroad wagons, which carried 
them to the ‘Pale of settlement.’ The fare 
of the poor was paid by the rich and influen- 
tial Hebrews who are privileged to. stay 
there. 

**The exiles A all along this 
road. In this city ( ebsk) a telegram was 
received from Moscow two days before the 
Passover to prepare unleavened bread and 
other victuals for those of the exiles who 
were to be brought here, and so 2,000 
= of unleavened bread was ordered for 
them. 

A HEARTRENDING SCENE, 

he night of the second day of the Fass 

over eighty families arrived. At the railroad 
station where they stopped heartrending 
cries and moanings were heard. Children 
were crying tor bread and babies were crying 
in vain because the breasts of their moth- 
ers were dried. It was a terrible scene and 
he who has not witmessed it never saw a 
picture of aMiction. They were invited to 
our houses, where temporary dwellings were 
procured and food was sent to them. I invited 
one ofthe exiles to my table. He was a re- 
spectable man, a clockmaker dy trade.

He 
told me that for the furniture he possessed, 
for which he paid 70 roubles, he was offered 
the day he had to leave # roubles, and he 
broke it to pleces rather than let it be thus 
sacrificed. 
The decree is for the present only for Mos- 
cow and its surroundings, but the authorities 
of the adjoining provinces, having learned 
this, are commencing to inflict cruelties upon 
our brethren.

riers. The cause is a circular issued 
by} Postmaster-General Wanamaker relative 
tothe purchase of springuniforms. In the 
circular the Postmaster-General after set- 
ting forth the requisites pertaining to the 
uniforms, adds that they can be purchased 
of Oechm & Co. of Sand7 West Baltimore 
street, Baltimore, Ma., for 11.5 to $16.75 
each. 

The suggestion, coming immediately after 
the official instructions, was regarded by the 
carriers as also official. Closely following the 
circular there arrived in St. Louis a Mr. 
Eakel, representing the firm of Oebm & Co., 
who took orders from over half of the car- 
riers for suits. Nowthe carriers claim that 
the local wholesale clothing house of Rosen- 
thal, Diesburger & Co., at 810 and 812 Lacas 
avenue, which has heretofore made their 
uniforms, would, under contract, make the 
present spring uniform according to regula- 
tion, for $18.80, allowing 6 per cent of for 
cash. The price charged by the Baltimore 
firm with cash is $13.75, so that the carriers 
lose just $1.0 each by purchasing from the 
Baltimore firm.

A COMPARATIVELY UNKNOWN NEW LAW 
AFFECTING CORPORATIONS. 


By Aug. 1 Statements Required of For- 
eign Corporation Property and Bust 
ness in Missouri—Severe Penalties for 
Non-Compliance. 


A certain St. Louis lawyer, who is the at- 
torney for a local corporation organized 
under the laws of Illinois, and doing bust 
ness in this city, chanced to drop into the 
office of another similar corporation yester- 
day afternoon. 

Have you mage your returns to the Seere- 
tary of State yet? he asked one of the off - 
cers of the company. 

„What returns? was the surprised re- 
sponse to his question. 

„Why, a copy of your charter and a state- 
ment of the proportion of your capital stock 
represented in property and business in this 
State. 

No, we haven't, answered the corpora- 
tion officer calmly. 

pon t you propose to do sor? 

**T hadn’t thought of it. What's the occa- 
sion for making such a return?’’ 

„Only because there was a law passed to 
that effect by the last Legisiature.’’
